Home Apple Orchards. 
We could never get very enthusias­ 
tic 
about 
commercial 
orcharding. 
Doubtless it pays if properly done. 
We are enthusiastic about the borne 
orchard. 
This county does not pro­ 
duce at Hie present time sufficient 
fruit for home consumption. The way 
orchards are being neglected and cut 
out, in a short time conditions will be 
far worse. 
This can be remedied by each fam­ 
ily having a small orchard just for 
home use. 
It need 
not 
be 
large 
enough to take ,any considerable time 
in caring for it properly. 
Better a 
single tree properly cared for than 
four or five uncared for. 
Varieties 
should be chosen so that apples can 
be had from one year’s end to an­ 
other. 
This can be done if trees that 
bear at various times during the sum­ 
mer are chosen along with a few good 
winter keepers. 
The following selection, while it 
will not meet all conditions, will fur­ 
nish fruit throughout the 
year 
for 
the average family. 
They are named 
in the order in which the apples rip­ 
en: 
Early Harvest, two 
trees; 
Rod 
June, 
two; 
Vaiden 
Blush, 
two; 
Dutchess of Oldenburg, two; Roman 
beauty, two; Jonathan, seven; Wine- 
sap, two; Gano, two; Geniton, four. 
This makes a total of twenty-five 
trees. 
Of course there 
are 
many 
other varieties, and doubtless some 
would substitute a favorite variety 
with them for some of these, but the 
idea can be carried out just the same. 
To these should be added such as 
plums, peaches, etc., is the family 
needs. 
However, I would not include 
pears unless they were 
planted 
a 
long distance from ♦he apples. 
They 
so frequently blight and infect the 
apple:* that I do not 
consider 
this 
gain of having pears worth the risk 
to other trees. 
Time of Plant rig. 
The horticultural 
department 
at 
Columbia recommended fall planting 
in this state. 
That means we should 
begin at once on our home orchard. 
Buying Trees. 
Let me suggest that we be very 
careful about whom we order trees 
from. 
Do not order from 
strangers 
representing unknown companies to 
you until you have thoroughly inves­ 
tigated this company from sources 
other than the agent. 
No company 
should he favored with an order until 
you know7 it has a reputation of send­ 
ing out trees free from disease and 
true to name. 
Protecting Young Trees. 
The following wash is recommend­ 
ed to keep rabbits from peeling fruit 
trees and might be of interest at this 
time: 
One gallon strong tobacco ooze, four 
ounces blue stone, four ounces sul­ 
phur, one ounce crude carbolic acid, 
one pint coal oil, 
three ounces soap, 
two ounces common salt, eight pounds 
air-slacked lime. 
Dissolve the blue stone in boiling 
w ater: melt Hie soap, and while boil­ 
ing add the coal oil; stir well and 
add sulphur; when wed mixed add 
all 
the 
other 
ingredients, 
using 
enough rain water to thin to the con­ 
sistency of white wash

brush in fall and spring

Engineering Experiment Station Has 


an Economical Gas-Producing 


Machine Installed at Co­ 
lumbia, Missouri.

to run an «lectric lighting or commer­ 


cial plant, the engineering experiment 
station of the University* of Missouri 
at Columbia might give you some in­ 
formation about a new* gas-producing 
plant that is being used in tin* labora­ 
tories of the school of engineering, 
which produces power economically. 
The plant makes gas directly from 
coal at a cost of about one-fourth that 
of steam power. 
One horsepower an 
hour is produced by the engine with 
one pound of coal. 
Steam plants usu­ 
ally require from four to six pounds of 
coal for this amount of power. 
In the new* plant the coal is only 
partially* burned. 
Over a slow* fire, it 
becomes carbon monoxide, 
the 
fuel 
gas, instead of the worthless dioxide, 
which is made in complete combus­ 
tion. 
A 
special 
washing 
system 
makes the gas clean when it is piped 
to the container or to the engine. 
W ith the engine, the gas-producer 
ut the university’ laboratory cost ap­ 
proximately $2,500 .The gas produced 
can be used to supply a gas engine 
running a lighting plant, a mill, a 
water pump, or it may supply gas for 
any other fuel purposes.

jure some farm animals, but it is dan­ 


gerous to others, and has lost m uch! 
of its food value for all. 
The loss 
results almost entirely from mold, ac­ 
cording to C. II. Eckles, of the dairy 
department of the University of Mis­ 
souri, and could have been prevent­ 
ed, although the only thing to do now 
is to study w hat has happened in your 
silo and learn how' to do better next 
year. 
Unless the silo w'as sealed or feed­ 
ing was begun immediately after fill­ 
ing, from six inches to a foot at the 
to is sure to be spoiled. 
It should be 
put where it cannot be reached by 
any farm animals. 
Lower down, the 
presence of spoiled silage always in­ 
dicates the presence of air, as the 
molds which give it the appearance of 
rotten manure could not work with­ 
out air. The lack of sufficient water 
iii filling is the commonest cause of 
the presence of 
air, 
but 
sufficient 
tramping in an air-tight structure is 
also 
necessary. 
Red 
mold, 
which 
sometimes causes alarm, is no more 
dangerous than the less conspicuous 
forms which often pass unnoticed.

Miss Fruchte in treating her sub­ 
ject, 
“The 
Shakespeare 
Tercenten­ 
ary,” spoke briefly of the educational 
and communal types of that celebra­ 
tion and also of the civic and na­ 
tional forms of memorial that should 
come as permanent results. 
“We in Missouri,” said she, “are 
not to be left iii the rear in commu­ 
nity celebrations of the tercentenary. 
We already have a dramatic-epic poem 
by our own Psychologist, critic and 
poet, Mr. Benton Jacques Snide, of St. 
Louis. 
This poem abounds in vivid 
imagery 
and 
exquisite lyric strains 
and is easily adapted to a lecture re­ 
cital with musical illustrations or to 
dramatic dialogue. 
Tile composition 
of the music is in the hands of one 
of our St. Louis composers. 
Present Shakespeare’s Work. 
“The plan is to 
present 
Shakes­ 
peare’s entire worx in The action of a 
poem. 
The Shakespearean world is 
conceived 
as 
a 
lofty 
city 
called 
Shakespearopolis, which rises in the 
center of the magic isle of Prospero, 
well know'n as the scene of the poet's 
“Tempest.” 
The residents 
of 
the 
city are Shakespeare’s characters and 
the buildings in which they live are 
his poems. 
Their census w'ould give 
nearly a thousand in population, oc­ 
cupying forty different structures. 
“The Shakesperiad is composed of 
tw'o parts, the sylvan and the urban. 
The former is the wood portion of 
the isle, which is rimmed on the out­ 
side by the sea with the vessels of 
the 
visitors 
approaching, 
and 
on 
which the inside mounts up into the 
urban part. 
The throng of visitors 
from all quarters of the globe appear 
* especially 
in

representatives; 
{ Pandora from IielJas and the east, and 


tivelv, Hamlet, after a fresh deepen­ 
ing of his gloomy pathos, is brought 
to overcome his tragic pessimism in 
a new reconciliation. 
“Shakespearopolis in its entirety is 
conceived as a community in wThich 
all of Shakespeare’s characters form j 
a social system with its own law's and 
governance.

Address of Prof. Hill. 
An urgent appeal for the extension

The farm er who is tired of eating 
improperly cured meats or w ho loses 
money each year in butchering is not 
a graduate of the 
two-year 
winter 
course in agriculture of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri at Columbia. 
In this 
course students are taught to kill, cut 
up and cure their own meats. 
Actual practice is given 
the 
stu­ 
dents in the short course in slaughter­ 
ing beeves, hogs and 
sheep 
under 
farm conditions. 
The 
meat 
slaugh­ 
tered is cut up and cured by the stu­ 
dents. 
The relative values of the dif­ 
ferent cuts are learned. The instruc­ 
tors show how’ to make them and howr 
to use economically the cheaper cuts.

farm equipment for

curing meats. 
Two half days a week

Girls in the Short Course in Home 
Economics Get Practical In­ 
struction in the Art 


of Preserving. 


That 4 well-filled fruit closet is the 
pride of the good housekeeper is kept 
in mind in the instruction given wo­ 
men taking the short course in home 
economics at the University of Mis­ 
souri at Columbia November I to De­ 
cember 17 . This is the impression of 
a visitor looking over the products 
from a laboratory course in canning 
and preserving . The women in the 
short course learn fully how to can 
and preserve fruits and vegetables, 
how to make jellies and jams and 
how to save money 
by 
preserving 
these food materials at a time when 
they might be wasted. 
The amount of food put up by girls 
in the home 
economics 
department 
would stock well any household pre­ 
serve closet. 
At the same time, tbed­ 
are learning the best method of pre­ 
serving these products. 
They learn, 
not only why to do a thing, but how’ 
to lit> it, and they get plenty of prac­ 
tice. 
In 
class 
work, every variety of 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 
available is 
treated in as many ways as it can be 
used in the ordinary home. 
Students 
learn not only the different kinds of 
food available, but different methods 
of preparing those that may be ob­ 
tained. 
The economics of the subject is a 
part of the course. 
On every jar is a 
label showing the contents of the jar, 
the methods of preparation, and the 
cost in time and money. In this way, 
the girls can determine when it is 
cheaper to preserve the fruits or to 
buy them. 
Enrollment in the short course in 
home economics begins November I. 
The course lasts seven weeks. Miss 
Louise Stanley, chairman of the de­ 
partment of home economics, Gordon 
Hotel building, Columbia, Mo., is in 
charge of the course.

She said her husband suffered 
illusions that

about him. 
Preetorius was In poor health, his 
illness dating 
from 
Jan. 
13, 
1913, 
when an auto in which lie was riding 
was struck by a street car and he re­ 
ceived a gash in the face, caused by 
flying glass. 
Soon after the accident lie wront to 
a sanitarium. 
Since last winter he 
had been 
unable 
to 
attend 
to his 
work until several weeks ago, 
when 
he again started 
going daily to his 
office in the Times building. 
Edward L. Preetorius was the son 
of Dr. Emil Preetorius, 
one 
of the 
trio of famous 
German editors who 
flourished in St. Louis following the 
close of the Civil war. 
From his fa­ 
ther lie inherited the Westliche Post. 
In 1907, wit th tho late John Schro­ 
o n , lie founded the St. Louis Times, 
an afternoon paper published in Eng­ 
lish. He was a colonel on the staff of 
Governor Hadley and an active club 
man, he being a member 
of the St. 
Louis Racquet, Noonday and Century 
Boat clubs. In the 
latter 
he was a 
commodore. 
He is survived by a widow and an 
infant daughter. 
At the time of his 
death he was 49 years old. 
He was 
married on April 9, 1902.

Gambling was scored in the strong­ 
est terms, and Judge Shain told the 
jury to make their investigation of 
this most thorough. 
Ho stated that

causing much worry among mothers, 
sisters and brothers, as well as fath­ 
ers, in enticing young men to their 
places, where they are fleeced and 
deprived of money that is really need­ 
ed in their homes. 
Judge Shain also announced that il­

In the social evil the court instruct­ 
ed the jury to consider and to make 
no preference in turning in a true bill 
against both women and men guilty 
of such violations, but stated that the 
jury might use its own discretion re­ 
garding investigation along that line.

The St. Louis Republic of Friday 
morning had in its news columns the 
following dispatch from Sedalia, dat­ 
ed the 4th: 
Judge Henry Lamm, former chief 
justice 
of

didacy for the republican nomination 
for governor.

whether China is to have a monarchy 
or a republic should he settled before 
the end of tho year, according to the 
state council, which has recommend­ 
ed t hat, iii accordance with the terms 
of the provisional constitution. Presi­ 
dent Yuan Shi-kai should call a citi­ 
zens* convention to decide 
the ques­ 
tion, hut if it is not 
possible to call 
such a convention at this time, 
the 


s t a t e council 
recommends 
that tie* 
president waive 
the 
provision 
and 
"devise other 
proper 
and adequate 
means to consult 
the 
will 
of 
the 
people.” 
It. is rumored that this is designed 
to permit the 
president 
to convert 
tIn* council of 
state 
into a conven­ 
tion and have it adopt a new eonsti 
tut ion embracing the monarchial pro­ 
vision, according to his wishes. 
The memorandum sent by tile state 
council, sitting 
as 
a 
legislature or 
parliament under the 
president’s di­ 
rection, says that 
in 
all eighty-two 
petitions favoring a 
monarchy have 
been received from 
different bodies. 
The memorandum 
is 
takf n as a 
general indication that the monarchy 
may be established much sooner than 
has been predicted. President Yuan 
Shi-kai, however, has not 
taken any 
action. 
Many of the papers printed in Eng­ 
lish in 
various 
foreign concessions 
continue to vigorously assail the pro­ 
posed monarchy, on the 
ground that 
it is specially dangerous for China to 
make any change while world politics 
is at such white heat. Other papers 
printed in English accept 
the mon­ 
archial movement as inevitable, and 
are urging that wholesale reforms bo 
carried on by 
the 
government re­ 
gardless of whether it be called a re­ 
public or monarchy. 
Members of the 
Society 
for 
the 
Preservation of Peace, the organiza­ 
tion 
that 
originally 
fathered 
the 
monarchial movement, are still work­ 
ing actively in Peking without oppo­ 
sition from the government. They re­ 
cently held a luncheon 
at 
the most 
prominent foreign hotel in Peking in 
honor of delegates from the provinces 
who have come to the capital to con­ 
fer about the monarchial proposition 
This luncheon was 
attended by 150 
men. No member of the cabinet was 
present, neither did any other gov­ 
ernment official of high rank attend. 
The delegates formed a sort of union 
for the discussion 
of 
governmental 
questions 
and 
engaged 
in 
speech 
making for several hours. 
Foreign criticism of the movement 
and tile general 
belief 
that several 
foreign papers 
would withhold their 
recognition of 
the 
monarchy 
have 
nettled the leaders. 
An editorial in 
the 
Daily 
News, 
discussing 
foreign 
critics, 
says: 
“They mistake the 
shadow 
for the 
substance, raise dolorous cries when 
it is proposed to give authentic defi­ 
nition to China’s system 
of govern­ 
ment, and to abandon 
the 
pretense 
that it is republicanism. It is putting 
our credulity to too severe a strain to 
ask us to believe that two hundred 
and fifty 
million 
people 
in 
China 
would he frantically 
indignant if it 
were decided 
to 
describe correctly 
the 
system 
of 
government 
under 
which order has been brought out of 
chaos. To speak frankly, China is en­ 
joying Hie monarchial 
system today, 
but the country describes itself as a 
republic and 
consequently 
the sys­ 
tem would fall to pieces on the deatli 
of tho ruler 
if 
no 
provision were 
made for its maintenance. That pro­ 
vision can be made without danger or 
loss of time 
simply 
by abandoning 
the fatuous pretences that the system 
which prevails is republicanism.” 
The opponents 
of the monarchial 
system 
estimate 
$100,000,000, 
or 
about $40,000,000 in gold, as the prob­ 
able expense of restoring 
a monar­ 
chy, but the proponents say that this 
big figure is based on the cost of en­ 
thronement in ancient times. 
A^iien a new emperor came to the 
throne in China he always remitted 
the land tax for year of his enthrone-
